Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 21 - 29 and 31 - 38 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Freitag et al. do teach an apparatus and method for synthesizing and screening chemical 
compounds. However, Freitag et al in addition to the cited prior art do not specifically teach or 
fairly suggest a method for the rapid screening of potential reactants, catalysis and reaction 
conditions, wherein the method further incorporates the use of a plurality of reactant systems 
partially embodied in a liquid film and the liquid film having a defined thickness L, which is 
sufficient to allow a reaction to be independent of the evaporation of the liquid film and the 
mass transport rate of a gas into the liquid film.
